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INTERNATIONAL CLASSES FOR JUNIOR TEAMS 


One of the most significant developments of the first Washington 
International Horse Show was the proposal for international classes open 
to junior teams. This idea, developed and propounded by the show’s 
Executive Director, Eric Atterbury, met with immediate and enthusiastic 
résponse, not only from the Eastern seaboard, but from points as far dis- 
tant as Colorado, Canada and Mexico. The demand for stich classes, once 
aroused, has continued—witness, for example, the letter to Mr. Atterbury 
which appears in an adjoining column. Why all the excitement? 

The U. S. Equestrian Jumping Team is currently campaigning in 
Europe. Every horseman, in fact everyone who takes pride in our country, 
has been (or should be) thrilled with the brilliant successes scored by the 
horses and riders which have been representing us in these international 
competitions, the Prix des Nations (team event) in Rome, the German 
individual Championship at Aachen, both team and individual events at 
Brussels. The primary purpose in sending the Team on this inevitably 
costly circuit was not to amass this string of victories, however. On the 
contrary it was to gain for horses and riders the experience over inter- 
national courses under international rules against competitors of inter- 
national calibre, all of which are so lacking in this country, but which are 
absolutely essential if our Team is to make a good showing in the Pan- 
American and Olympic Games. 

At the present time almost all the jumping classes offered by shows 
in this country are of the “open” variety held under American Horse Show 
Association rules. Although for a number of years the A.H.S.A. has in- 
sisted that one er two classes under F.E.I. international rules must be 
offered by shows who wish their jumper divisions to be classified as B or 
A, this requirement has generally received only grudging acceptance—the 
old order changeth slowly. It has become obvious that hope of change lies 
with the new order, with the young riders who are coming up in the game. 

This, then, is the significance of the Atterbury proposal and of the 
enthusiasm with which it has been greeted. If we can institute a series 
of jumping classes under international rules for teams of junior riders, 
beginning with the Washington International Show and extending to other 
shows throughout the country, we can provide the experience for young 
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horses and riders which are so badly 
needed in order to develop potential 
candidates for the U. S. Equestrian 
Team and for a team to represent 
us in the International Junior Jump- 
ing Championships sponsored an- 
nually by the F.E.I. The publica- 
tion of the Washington Prize List 
setting forth the precise conditions 
for such classes is eagerly awaited.

In my opinion this is by far themost 
practical, far-sighted , and exciting idea 
that any major show has brought forth in 
my rather concentrated experience. I say 
this first of all, and selfishly, as the 
father of some ambitious, dedicated, and 
reasonably promising young equestrians. 
Secondly, however, I speak asaU.S,E.T. 
Board member who is not only keenly 
interested in seeing the United States re- 
presented by the best possible horses and 
riders in International competition but who 
is deeply concerned about the future of the 
U. S. Equestrian Team when the present 
splendid group of riders no longer feel 
themselves able to devote full time to 
their present endeavor. Permit me to ex- 
pand a bit. 

At the present time, we are fortunate to 
have representing us in the field of inter- 
national jumping a team in all respects 
comparable to the best the U, S, Cavalry 
was able to offer in its most affluent days. 
Results in European shows during the past 
few months give us hope of reasonable 
success at Rome in 1960. However, what 
about 1964? We certainly can’t expect the 
Messrs, Steinkraus, Wiley, Chapot and 
Morris to go on forever, so where do we 
find the replacements we are bound to 
need? 

Without doubt, there are young riders 
in this country with the ability and the 
basic training to step into these currently

It also 
put her in the $100,000 winner class; $132, 
501 for her racing career.

Hurdle racing returned to Monmouth 
Park on Monday July 6 and will hold the 
spotlight through Wednesday, July 29. On 
the latter date the agenda of racing be- 
tween the flags will be concluded with the 
Midsummer Hurdle Handicap, an invita- 
tional event which carries a purse of 
$22,000, America’s richest hurdle prize, 

Four events were contested during the 
first week’s activity with the seventh run- 
ning of the Monmouth Maiden Hurdle on 
Friday topping the ‘‘up and over”’ racing 
menu. This fixture, at about a mile and 
three-quarters, was won by Lazy F. 
Ranch’s Parapet which was allowed to 
settle into his best stride for a mile and 
then, fencing beautifully, moved to the 
tiring *Ben Arthur and drew clear by 
three lengths. 

Walter M. Jeffords’ Candace was easily 
second best and had some rough going in 
the running. He made a bad landing at the 
fourth jump and then, when it appeared he 
was getting to the leader, made a bad 
approach and landing at the tenth jump 
and could not threaten. Candace was much 
the best of the others, however, and 
finished ten open lengths before C. Mahlon 
Kline’s *Bugle Call, 2nd who raced coupled 
with Mrs. W. C. Wright’s *Ben Arthur, the 
early pacesetter. 


Schulhofer Wins Three 

After the first four races the meeting 
seemed very much in the hands of jockey 
Flint S, Schulhofer who won three of them 
including the National Maiden Hurdle. 

Schulhofer began his trio of victories 
on opening day when he brought home G, 
Dudley, Jr’s Clear Call to an upset score 
with a $59.00 return posted for the clair- 
voyant who backed him, 

Schulhofer made it two-for-two on 
Tuesday when Greek Brother outgamed the 
favorite, Caste, right at the wire to scorea 
head triumph. 

Victories by Clear Call and Greek 
Brother also gave a saddling double for 
trainer J. V. H. Davis who has the charges 
of Mr. Dudley and Alison Stern, Schul- 
hofer’s third tally came in the National 
Maiden Hurdle. 

One of the added highlights of the week 
was the arrival on Friday of the Irish- 
bred *High Bhan, first horse invited to the 
Midsummer Hurdle. *High Bhan arrived 
by van from Idlewild Airport where he 
had been flown overseas. He was accom- 
panied by his trainer, George Wells of 
Clonee, Ireland who will supervise his con- 
ditioning here. *High Bhanraces for Rich- 
ard Mclllhagga of Dublin. 

It is expected as usual that Monmouth 
Park will present the unusual during the 
hurdle racing period. Last year the high- 
lights of the session were divided between 
Mrs, Ogden Phipps’ Neji, world’s cham- 
Pion steeplechaser, and jockey William 


Hartack. Making his first start of the year, 
Mrs. Phipps’ star established a new one 
mile and three-quarters hurdle mark by 
toting A. P. Smithwick over the route in 
3:15 1/5 under the impost of 162 pounds.

The time made by Harry Issac’s 3- 
year-old colt Intentionally (Intent-My 
Recipe, by Discovery) in winning the 
Warren Wright Memorial at Washington 
Park, Illinois, was 1.33 1/5 carrying 121 
pounds, the fastest mile ever recorded 
by a 3-year-old. When a year older Swaps 
ran the same distance in the same time 
carrying 128 pounds while negotiating two 
instead of one turn. Nevertheless In- 
tentionally ran the half in .43 2/5 and the 
three quarters in 1.07 3/5, both world’s 
records. 


INSURANCE ON *NASRULLAH 

According to the London brokers who 
insured *Nasrullah, the claim paid at the 
time of his death on May 26th was “‘the 
largest claim ever paid on any one horse 
so far as we know.” The policy was due 
to expire ten days later at which time his 
insurable value would have been reduced 
by more than half the face value of the 
existing policy. 


PROFESSOR COLWILL 

Former timber steeplechase rider 
Freddy Colwill, who rode Blockade to win 
the Maryland Hunt Cupthree times, guided 
the pointer for a re-run of a race for 
Judge Reuben Oppenheimer in Superior 
Court, Baltimore, Md, It was a movie of 
the fourth race at Laurel on April 4, in 
which Jockey Arthur ‘‘Frenchy’® Monteiro 
pulled a horse and was suspended by the 
Maryland Racing Commission for the 
balance of the year. The ban practically 
eliminates Monteiro from riding for the 
rest of the year in the U. S., Canada and 
Mexico. Monteiro was appealing the sus- 
pension, 

The commissioners ruled Monteiro’s 
ride on Faros unsatisfactory. The horse 
finished fourth. Track steward Colwill 
pointed out in the movies that the soles 
of Montiero’s boots were plainly visible 
in head-on shots, indicating that the jockey 
was putting on the brakes. Colwill also 
pointed out that although it looked like 
Monteiro was whipping his mount, his crop 
did not actually come in contact with the 
horse, 

Montiero claimed he was riding under 
the instructions of Mrs. Albert J. La- 
Coste, the owner, whose orders were to 
“lay back’® with the horse until they 
reached the stretch, M.R. 


GRAND STEEPLECHASE DE PARIS 
Winner of the Grand Steeplechase de 
Paris, principal French steeplechasing 
event of the year, which is run over 26 
jumps at a distance of four miles anda 
sixteenth, was Baron James Henri de 
Rothschild’s Zanthor (Ringo-Capastra by 
Astrophel), who had to be hard ridden to 
beat off the closing rush of Mrs. Kilian 
Hennessy’s English-trained Mandarin. 
The latter appeared to be a sure winner 
until he bobbled a mile from the finish,

By the time 
Jimmy was nine he had started to heckle 
the old man and he didn’t stop until he 
galloped his first Thoroughbred at Bowie 
when he was 12, On this first jaunt, 
Jimmy exercised Jersey Devil at the Mary- 
land track. Dad went along ona stable pony 
just for luck, 

If Jimmy Kirk isn’t a success in the 
world of the Thoroughbred horse, it won’t 
be because he didn’t start early enough.

‘*More races over a distance of ground 
and more grass races at Ontario tracks, 
plus a study of a fourth kind of race to 
complement the stakes, allowance and 
claiming events that already exist.”

John Golden, track superintendent of 
Belmont Park, has designed and had 
constructed a special mower for the turf 
course which is Ll feet wide with blades 
in front of the wheels. The height of the 
cut can be regulated from 2 1/2 to 8 
inches. Grass on the turf and steeple- 
chase courses at Belmont is ordinarily 
cut to a height of 6 inches which affords 
good footing and conserves moisture.

It is thus apparent that the 
establishment and maintenance of pastures 
for horses calls for flexibility and plan- 
ning. We will restrict our thoughts to 
plant adaptation, mixtures and grazing 
management in this article. 

We have been studying mixtures and 
grazing management of horse pastures 
for several years at Rokeby Farm, An 
experiment with pasture mixtures for 
horses was established in March 1954, 
This experiment was established within 
a newly seeded horse pasture where it 
could be studied under grazing conditions. 
Varieties of bluegrass, fine leaved fescue, 
meadow and tall fescue, timothy, orchard- 
grass and ryegrass were included in the 
experiment. Timothy (American and 
British grown types) was very palatable, 
but the summer growth was poor and it 
was short-lived under grazing. Kentucky 
31 tall fescue was very coarse, aggres- 
sive toward other desirable species and 
horses, except at certain times, refused 
to graze it. The strains of meadow fescue 
were more palatable than tall fescue but 
a rust disease was serious; hence, meadow 
fescue did not survive. Creeping red fescue 
and redtop produced dense sods, but 
neither grass was suitable because of 
low palatability and lack of persistence, 
Kentucky bluegrass started slowly, but it 
is the most persistent grass under graz- 
ing. Ryegrass was very palatable, but it 
is an objectionable species in mixtures. 
Ryegrasses germinate quickly and crowd 
out the slower growing desirable plants 
because of their aggressive seedling vigor. 
Ryegrass seedlings were 20 times as 
heavy as bluegrass 68 days after planting; 
this explains why ryegrass is aggressive 





toward bluegrass. Bromegrass did not 
make a good sod and the stand was not 
satisfactory. Bromegrass requires rota- 
tional grazing with rather long rest periods 
and it is very susceptible to several 
diseases. 

Orchardgrass and bluegrass were the 
most desirable grasses for mixtures for 
horse grazing. Bluegrass starts slowly, 
but the sod improves with time, especially 
under close grazing. Orchardgrass is a 
good grass to use with bluegrass as the 
seedlings during the first 68 days are 
about 10 times larger than those for 
bluegrass. Orchardgrass is desirable be- 
cause of its quickness of establishing a sod 
and it does not crowd out bluegrass under 
light seeding rates and early grazing. 
The Virginia strains of orchardgrass were 
more vigorous and lived longer than the 
strains introduced from the United 
Kingdom, The strains from the United 
Kingdom have desirable prostrate habits 
of growth, 

Eleven strains of white clover proved 
that no one strain was outstanding. 
Common white clover such as Louisiana 
White clover was asgood as any strain, 
Ladino clover started faster than white 
clover but this tall clover is not recom- 
mended because of its aggressiveness 
toward bluegrass and subsequent failure to 
survive in a dense bluegrass sod, It is 
also damaged by frost somewhat more 
readily than white clover and frosted 
clover might cause nutritional disturb- 
ances. 

A simple bluegrass-orchardgrass- 
white clover mixture produced a better 
grass-clover balance than more complex 
mixtures made up of 5 species. Desirable 
long-lived species were generally crowd- 
ed out by aggressive species in complex 
mixtures, A recommended mixture on the 
basis of this experiment and other ob- 
servations is: 

Kentucky bluegrass, 10 to 15 pounds 
per acre. 

Virginia orchardgrass, 3 to 5 pounds 
per acre. 

White clover, 1 to 3 pounds per acre. 

Orchardgrass starts quickly; thus the 
mixture should be grazed when about 4 
inches high to encourage the bluegrass 
and white clover in the mixture, After 
about 4 years under continuous grazing 
practices normally used for horses, the 
mixture will be primarily bluegrass and 
white clover. 
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Maintaining A Grass-Clover Balance 

A pasture mixture averaging about 25% 
white clover and 75% grass may be con- 
sidered ideal for horses. Such an exact 
composition cannot be attained; neverthe- 
less, grazing management has a decided 
effect on grass-clover content in sods. 
Cattle must be used to control the graz- 
ing where the primary interest is pastur- 
age for horses. At Rokeby Farm we have 
been successful in shifting grassy pastures 
toward clover and clovery pastures to a 
balanced stand of grasses and clover. It 
is not necessary to plow and reseed to 
maintain a balanced stand of grasses and 
clover. 





Management And Clover-Grass Balance 

Bluegrass grows at lower tempera- 
tures than white clover; this is why blue- 
grass grows earlier and later in the 
season than white clover. Close grazing, 
especially during early spring and late 
summer and autumn seasons, reduces the 
competition from bluegrass and increases 
the clover. Continuous, very close graz- 
ing further retards bluegrass, resulting in 
a clovery sod. Close grazing during dry 
summer weather is also very harmful to 
the clover stand, Bluegrass grows erect 
as compared with clover, hence close 
grazing (heavy leaf removal) reduces the 
organic food reserves in bluegrass more 
than in clover. Because of the low organic 
food reserves, bluegrass recovers slowly 
after close grazing thus the clover stands 
increase under favorable weather and 
fertility. 

If less clover is wanted, cattle should 
be withheld until late spring; the erect 
growth of bluegrass will crowd clover. 
Cutting late for silage or hay is especial- 
ly harmful for clover. Light grazing and 
high mowing during the summer and fall 
also favors grass. Grass grazed to 2 
inches in height recovers much faster 
than clover grazed at the same height. 
The grazed leaves of grass grow again 
from the tissue near the base of each 
leaf. When clover leaves are grazed new 
leaves grow out of the axillary buds on 
the runners. Under sparse grazing the 
clover runners growing at the soil level 
are shaded. Because of the poor light at 
the soil level, clover grows slower than 
bluegrass. The plant population then shifts 
to more grass. A brief chart on grass- 
clover balance as influenced by grazing 
management is given on following page.

These relationships occur under favor- 
able moisture and fertility. Pastures 
should not be grazed excessively close 
during the summer as close grazing is 
very harmful to clover during drought. 

Fertilization and liming will also help 
shift the mixture to either more clover or 
grass. If more clover is wanted, lime, 
phosphorus and potash should be applied 
if needed. Soil samples and a fertilizer 
history of fields are useful in ascertain- 
ing the fertilizer needs. If more grass 
and less clover is wanted, nitrogen fer- 
tilizer (40-60 pounds of N per acre) or 
manure helps stimulate grass growth, 
thereby reducing clover. Low phosphorus 
and potash fertilization will also help 
reduce the clover. Complete fertilizers 
with nitrogen should not be used if a 
rapid increase in clover is the objective. 


Reseeding Without Plowing 

In situations where the sod is thin or 
the grass stand is extremely poor, grass 
seed may be mixed with triplesuper- 
phosphate and applied through the fer- 
tilizer attachment of graindrills and seed- 
ed at about 1/2” in depth. The phosphate 
may be applied at the rate of about 100 
pounds of the material per acre. Ordinary 
superphosphate should not be used as this 
burns seedlings. A cultipacker or roller 
may be hitched to a grain drill for im- 
proved seed coverage and better germina- 
tion. Sparse grazing is desirable during 
establishment. 

Clover may be seeded into pastures by 
the same phosphate seeding method on 
very grassy sods, Intermittent, very close 
grazing to hold grass competition to a 
minimum improves the growth and stand 
of clover seedlings. It is necessary to 
graze closely during the fall seasonso the 
sod is short in late winter when sod 
seedings are made, Sod seedings must be 
made during late winter or early spring. 
Fall or summer sod seedings usually fail 
because the established plants compete 
for moisture, Late summer seedings are 
successful on well prepared seedbeds,. 


Rotation of Horses 

Horses graze in spotted patterns be- 
cause of light stocking. The extremes 
of close and light (over and under) graz- 
ing occur within a pasture. The adding 
and withdrawing of grazing steers helps 
equalize this spotted grazing but does not 
solve this condition. It is best to have at 
least 2 pastures for a given group of horses 


so that the horses may be rotated among 
2 pastures. This will allow for each 
pasture to be grazed by cattle for several 
months during the growing season where 
the damage from over and under grazing 
is minimized, 

It may be concluded that the most com- 
mon factor that causes pastures to revert 
to grass is under stocking during spring 
and late autumn. Over 50% of the season’s 
yield grows during the first third of the 
grazing season. It is almost imperative 
to start grazing in the spring before the 
flush growth occurs, so as to keep pastures 
grazed closely and so white clover has a 
chance of survival or increasing. The 
young leafy growth with these grazing 
practices is also much higher in minerals, 
protein and vitamins than the taller, more 
mature growth, Close grazing in early 
spring is rarely harmful as soil moisture 
is high and plants grow rapidly.

Of particular interest are the 
special collections housed in the Sporting 
Books Room of the library. With its 
paneled walls, carpeted floor, and com- 
fortable lounge chairs, this room offers 


an attractive and inviting place for brow- 
sing and study. 


Foxhunting 

Of the special collections inthis room, 
Chronicle readers will be most interested 
in the CartonCollection of books on hunting 
and other horse sports. Collected by the 
late Laurence Roberts Carton, a Princeton 
graduate and for many years a member of 
the Elkridge Hounds and later of Elkridge- 
Harford, this collection includes close to 
900 items. Important works on hunting 
through the ages are included either inthe 
original editions or by facsimile or modern 
editions. Here, for example, is The Master 
of Game written by Edward, Second Duke 
of York, in 1406-1413, and often called 
the oldest English hunting book, Here also 
are classics of later centuries such as 
Peter Beckford’s Thoughts on Hunting and 
works by ‘*‘Nimrod”’ (Charles J. Apperley).

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figures and histories of scores of individ- 
ual packs and hunting territories in Bri- 
tain, Ireland, France, and the United 
States. The verse and fiction of sport are 
also extensively represented, and there 
are numerous books in the collection on 
flat racing, steeple-chasing, breeding, 
showing, hare-hunting, stag hunting, and 
point-to-point racing. 

Hunting has always lent itself to attrac- 
tive illustration, and the Carton Collection 
books contain the works of some well 
known sporting artists such as Henry 
Alken. Among the periodicals in the col- 
lection are volumes of The Sporting Mag- 
azine for the 1820’s and 1830°s, and runs 
of The Annals of Sporting and The Sport- 
ing Review. Rare books on horsemanship 
can also be found in this collection. Most 
notable is the Duke of Newcastle’s cele- 
brated treatise published in 1667, Two 
other works of the 17th century are The 
Perfection of Horsemanship by Nicholas 
Morgan of Crolme, (London, 1609), and 
Thomas Blunderville’s Horsemanship 
published in the same year. 


Angling 

A second special collection in the 
Firestone Library is the Isabelle A, Rock- 
ey Memorial Collection on Angling. This 
endowed collection presently contains 
some 2000 volumes including about 150 
different editions of Walton’s Compleat 
Angler. Another angling collection, part of 
which is now at Princeton, is that of Carl 
Otto v.Kienbusch. This collection contains 
15 volumes of The American Turf Regis- 
ter and Sporting Magazine for the years 
1829 to 1844, This magazine has beendes- 
cribed by authorities as the only complete 
source for accounts of all field sports 
during this period. 


Derrydale Books 

Also included in the Sporting Books 
Room is a collection of all of the books 
published by the Derrydale Press, a 
special publishing venture of Eugene V,. 
Connett founded in 1927 and continued until 
World War Il. The Derrydale Press pub- 
lished special limited editions of sporting 
books most of which are real collector’s 
items. Of particular interest to horsemen 
are the following: J. Stanley Reeve, Red 
Coats in Chester County; Santini’s Riding 
Reflections; Thomas, Hounds and Hunting 
Through the Ages; Chamberlain, Training 
Hunters, Jumpers, and Hacks, and Riding 
and Schooling Horses; J. Blan VanUrk, The 
Story of American Fox Hunting. This Con- 
nett collection of some 250 volumes also 
contains all of the sporting books edited by 
Mr. Connett for D, Van Nostrand Company. 

In the general collections of the Prince- 
ton Library are also a number of volumes 
on horses and horse sports. Most of these 
are shelved on stacks adjoining the Sport- 
ing Books Room, The catalogue of the 
library lists 22 volumes on horse breed- 
ing, 71 on horse racing, 12 on horse

Nearly 300 
horses took part, including the special 
exhibitions. A pleasant innovation was the 
gentlemen who met trailers as they enter- 
ed the grounds and assisted them in finding 
the proper stalls immediately.

This horse in his 
Green Hunter year was Green Hunter 
champion of California and had a nice go 
in this class.

Pebble Beach 3-Day Event

As this account of the Second Annual 
Pebble Beach 3-Day Event is being writ- 
ten, the anxiety and uncertainty have 
vanished, for the United States 3-Day 
Event Team for the 1959 Pan American 
Games has been chosen: l. Walter Staley 
of Missouri; 2. Michael Plumb of New 
York; 3. Michael Page of New York; 4. 
William Haggard III of Tennessee. But on 
the weekend of June 26-7-8, there was 
a tension in the air felt by all - contestants 
and spectators alike. Though the final 
selections were by nomeans based entire- 
ly on the outcome of this event, the Olym- 
pic selection committee represented by 
Messrs, Albert Hart Jr., Walter Devereux 
and Andrew Montgomery, had come all the 
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Miss Claudia Frisbie of Pebble Beach 
on PAPITO in the Stadium Jumping 
phase, of the Pebble Beach 3-Day Event, 
took second place and the Silver Medal 
in the ‘*Event’® on Richard D, Collins’ 
horse. 





way from the East coast to watch the boys 
in action and the Committee’s decision 
was to be made the day after the event. 

Entries for the second annual event 
numbered 17 - two teams of three each 
representing Rancho San Fernando Rey, 
the USET 3-Day Training Center; a team 
of four sporting people from Los Angeles 
representing the Westhills Hunt Club; and 
four representing Pebble Beach, In addition 
there were three individual entries of 
Michael Page, Michael Plumb and Walter 
Staley riding their second horses. The 
Colorado team which we missed from last 
year, sent a wire regreting their inability 
to make it this time. 

Judges were Major Henri St. Cyr of 
Stockholm, Sweden, Lt. Col. Jonathan R. 
Burton of Honolulu, Hawaii and Mr. Her- 
mann Friedlaender of Soquel, Calif. 
Appeals Jury consisted of Mrs. Howard 
Allen, Carmel, California, Mr. John 
Galvin, Santa Barbara, Calif., and Mr. 
Goran Von Ulfsparre, Skovde, Sweden, 

In perfect weather - sunshine with 
cool breezes - the dressage phase was 
beautifully staged in an improved arena 
which had been covered with several 
inches of white beach sand, The test used 
was the one designated for the 1959 Pan 
American Games 3-Day Event. A special 
Pebble Beach rule offered a 10-point 
bonus for executing the ride in a snaffle, 
though a double bridle could be used, and 
it was interesting to note that only two 
horses were shown with bit and bridoon. 
Had these two given the same performance 
in a snaffle, they would have bettered 
themselves in placement on the first day 
by only about one position - and the same 
in the final results. 

There were no outstanding perform- 


ances - in fact the tension of the USET 
squad was quite apparent inmarkedly less 
satisfactory rides than they had given the 
week before in the Pebble Beach Dressage 
Championships. Nevertheless their horses 
occupied nine of the first ten places - 
Pebble Beach Pony Club’s 16-year old 
Claudia Frisbie riding Papito being the 
only rider to crack their ranks with a 
fifth place standing. 


Dressage Placings 

Top position at the end of the first day 
was occupied by Michael Plumb riding 
Markham, with -37 points. It was a smooth 
performance throughout by this attractive 
black gelding, though the horse resisted 
occasionally in the neck and was not 
quite steady enough with the head. 

In second place was The Grasshopper 
ridden by Michael Page with a score of 
-44.6. Had he given the performance of 
the week before, the result might have 
been different. However, his entrance 
was bad with violent resistance and he 
appeared ready to blow up further at 
any moment, The rider handled his troubles 
with tact and sat quietly, but in the trot, 
at which this horse is ordinarily brilliant, 
he broke several times and never showed 
any real extension, Several transitions 
were muddled, 

Walter Staley on San Pedro stood in 
third place with -58.33. This horse was 
the only one, in this writer’s opinion, 
which showed marked improvement over 
the previous week, with much more im- 
pulsion and balance. The horse has a 
nicely cadenced gallop, Several transitions 
were quite rough, but it was one of the 
few horses which actually stepped with its 
hindfeet in the turns on the haunches, 
instead of merely pivoting with feet stuck 
to the ground. 

Close behind San Pedro was Michael 
Plumb and The Lark with -59 and an 
even performance, followed by Papito 
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William D. Haggard III on BOLD MIN- 
STREL, 2nd day ‘‘Endurance Test”.

with -61,.33 and Michael Page on Girady 
with -66,66, 

At the end of this phase the San 
Fernando Rey ‘“‘Continentals’”’, consist- 
ing of Michael Page on The Grasshopper, 
Walter Staley on San Pedro and Bill 
Haggard on Bold Minstrel were in first 
place, occupying 2nd, 4th and 7th places, 
respectively, 34,35 points ahead of theSan 
Fernando Rey ‘‘Cosmopolitans’”’ made up 
of Michael Plumb on Markham, Jeb Wof- 
ford on Cassavelanus and Ernie Simard 
on Silverton, occupying Ist, 8th and 10th 
places respectively. In third place and 
63.66 points behind the Cosmopolitans was 
Pebble Beach, followed by the Westhills 
Hunt Team. 

With the outstanding cooperation of 
Fort Ord personnel, Major-General Carl 
F, Fritzsche, Commanding, the organiza- 
tion for the endurance phase on the sec- 
ond day was superb. Field telephones 
manned by Army personnel covered the 
entire course, some 10 miles long, and 
Army jeeps shuttled the judges from place 
to place all day. Mounted Pony Clubbers 
patrolled the course to keep spectators 
out of the way of the contestants. 

Jeb Wofford elected not to ride the 
endurance phase for reasons of his own, 
so that there were 16 starters on Satur- 
day afternoon, Back at the stableyard as 
the starting time drew near, a large crowd 


gathered as the first horse, Girady, was 
led out and walked on the sand circle, The 
“countdown” began five minutes before 
H-hour and only a non-horseman with ice- 
water in his veins could keep from getting 
that old tingle down the spine as the rider 
makes his final preparations, adjusts his 
tack, checks his watch once more withthe 
starter, and at last gets the leg-up from 
his Coach. 

After seeing Michael Page and Girady 
on their way, we hurried to the steeple- 
chase course and posted curselves at No. 
6 - the liverpool - which has always taken 
its toll. Girady cleared it easily. We 
waited then to see how Walter Staley and 
Sebastian handled it - again, with ease. 
This 1 1/4 mile course over the sand and 
turf of the Birdrock Hunter course area 
was less twisty this year. With the ex- 
ception of the imposing liverpool, all 
fences were well-framed brush. One of the 
West Hills riders was eliminated at the

liverpool and another had three refusals 
here before going on. However, all other 
horses earned bonus points and three - 
Tiffany ridden by Susan Kay of the Pebble 
Beach team, Grasshopper and Papito, 
made the full 22 points. 

Unfortunately, a second Westhills rider 
was eliminated in Phase C, the second 
roads and trails, when he cut a flag. How- 
ever, this was not picked up until some 
time later after he had negotiated Phase 
D, the cross-country, as far as the water- 
splash combination, Nos. 19-20-21, where 
he was unable to get his mount into the 
water, 
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Cross-Country Course 

The approx, 2-3/4 mile cross-coun- 
try with 26 obstacles was the same as 
last year, requiring a speed of 16.4 
miles per hour, commencing in the woods 
over a stone wall, following a bulldozed 
path throughout as the course wanders 
through the Del Monte forest, up and down 
slopes. After the stonewall comes a long 
pile of stacked cord wood, then the coffin 
- a very steep slope to a ravine, a jump 
across the ditch at the bottom, followed 
by an up-bank on the opposite side - then 
up a long slope to the Trakehner, another 
stack of cord wood, Canadian coop, open 
oxer, the no-stride stile over the sand- 
road - this year flagged so that after a 
refusal a horse could not just sneak 
through the openings without jumpingl - 
the L-shaped fence, wide drop ditch, 
parallel bars, aiken, fallen trees, water 
trough into the stableyard followed 
by sharp left turn going out of the stable- 
yard over the hay manger, the water 
splash combination - higher and deeper 
this year - small bank and ditch coming 
off a road, the downhill road-crossing 
combintion, stacked-stump hogback and 
finally the water ditch which brought the 
rider into the big field next to the stables 
where the Phase E run-in was laid out. 
When the ride was over, it was only a 
few steps into the stableyard. 

Only one of the horses still in com- 
petition was actually eliminated on the 
cross-country - the brilliant Irish mare 
Silverton, ridden by Ernie Simard - the 
mare refusing to enter the watersplash. 

The Grasshopper earned the maximum 





time bonus of 54 points with a sensational 
and thrilling go. We had already watched 
this pair fly over the steeplechase and had 
pursued them in our Volkswagen from the 
end of the steeplechase along the first 
part of the second roads and trails, and 
this horse just did not want to stop run- 
ning. Evidently he was just as full of go 
when he started the cross-country. He is 
very strong and sometimes difficult to 
maneuver in tight places, so we drove 
quickly to Obstacle 11-12, the L-turn, 
to see what would happen. Evidently Judge 
Burton and Friedlaender had the same 
idea, for when they arrived, they cleared 
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everyone out of the way, even the Jeep out 
on the road - just in case Grasshopper 
was not in the mood for a right angle turn 
at that point, Page had already had a run- 
out at this obstacle with his first horse. 
As a dust cloud heralded his approach, 
Page did a masterful job of wrestling with 
Grasshopper in front of the first element 
in an attempt to get him further under 
control. His efforts succeeded and, al- 
though his strong hold caused Grass- 
hopper to hit the fence, it also undoubted- 
ly saved the day. The turn was negotiated 
despite the fact that they almost ran out of 
fence on the second element in doing itl 
We leaped into the VW to race down the 
road and see them come out of the barn- 
yard over the hay manger next to the road 
(we had been able to make it with Girady), 
but upon our arrival at the hay manger, 
a cloud of dust on the opposite side of the 
road indicated that he was already through 
the water splash! Shortly thereafter we 
returned to the stables to see the con- 
dition of the horses and already Grass- 
hopper’s pulse was normal, he was alert 
and making the hot-walker really move to 
keep up with him, This is a great horse. 
If one saw him in a field, one would not 
bother to ask his price - he is small, 
perhaps 15:1 to 15:2, wasp-waisted, no 
girth, big legs, common head - but what 
a horse! Under his former name, Copper 
Coin, he carried Ilan Dudgeon of the Irish 
Team in a flawless round over the cross 
country course of the 1956 Stockholm 
Olympic, only to be eliminated for cut- 
ting a flag. Many of the other horses look- 
ed pretty tired, but none that we saw were 


in any distress, 
The second fastest time over the course 


was Bill Haggard’s Bold Minstrel with 
38.4 bonus points, At the end of the second 
day, two teams were still in the running 
- Rancho San Fernando Rey Continentals 
holding their first place nicely and Pebble 
Beach, In individual standings the Grass- 
hopper had moved into first position with 
plus 31,34 points and Markham dropped 
to second with -8,2. Papito moved from 
fifth to third with -15.73 after a long 
controversy concerning whether a fall of 
the rider following the 7th fence was in 
or out of the penalty zone, The decision 
was in favor of the rider and made the 
difference between 3rd and 10th places. 
The Lark dropped one place into 4th 
position with -29.4, Bill Haggard’s Bold 
Minstrel improved his position from 7th 
to Sth with -41,46; Sebastian came from 
9th to 6th with -45.46 and Girady dropped 
one place to 7th position with -47,86 - the 
last three being very closely bunched, 


Difficult Stadium Jumping 

At the examination of horses at 10:00 
AM the following day, only Tiffany of the 
Pebble Beach Team was turned down for 
lameness. A couple of others appeared 
a bit stiff, but were well able to carry on. 
Sunday’s climactic activities did not com- 
mence until 2:30, but preparation of the 
beautiful stadium jumping course went on 


all morning. The already large jumping 
ring had been widened by 30 feet and 
several new permanent bank combinations 
had been built. The course was 836 yards 
long to be covered in 2 m 12sec. at a rate 
of 437 yds. per min., with 13 numbered 
obstacles - among them six combinations 
- making a total of 22 individual fences. 
Beautifully decorated with cut pines, pot- 
ted trees, shrubs and flowers, flags and 
fresh paint, it was as pretty a course 
as this writer has seen - and as difficult 
as Manager Dick Collins could make it at 
3°6""1 . 
It began over a well-grounded post- 
and-rail, then a chicken coop at the begin- 
ning arc of a left turn, followed, still on 
the curve, by a wide stepped-up brick 
wall with potted flowers on the second 
step covered by a bar, thence a left turn 
into a lane formed by galloping between 
the two elements of a parallel gate jump 
S ft. wide, and a jump out over another 
gate placed across the end. This same 
double gate was taken in the conventional 
manner later in the course as the second 
element of an in-and-out combination,

After the lane and a left turn came a 
wide obstacle made of a double row of 
drums - the first row being 5S5gal. drums, 
the second row much larger with a rail 
over the top. Then came 6A and 6B, call- 
ing for a jump over a water ditch onto the 
top of a 3°6"" hexagonal bank about 12 ft. 
across, an about turn on top and jump 
off over the same ditch. This was follow- 
ed by a V-jump, a fairly sharp turn left 
and into a pen over a solid gate, an 
abrupt right turn and out over a hedge, a 
sharp right turn and through an opening 
in the ring fence, another right about 
turn and back through the pen again, over 
solid white telephone poles and out over 
the aforementioned wide double gates, Next 
was a natural rock wall with parallel 
bars on both sides - giving it consider- 
able width, then up onto the same hexagonal 
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bank over the same water ditch, but this 
time, off the other side over a pole about 
a foot higher than the bank and several 


feet out from it. The rider then went 
through an opening in the ring fence into 
the field, where he was required to make 
a right about swing and jump over post- 
and-rails into a lane which dropped away 
from this fence, sloping gently down for a 
distance of some 10 feet, and then sloping 
upward at the same angle to a 3°6” 
reyetted bank, After jumping onto the bank, 
the rider jumped off the other side to 
normal ground level, inside the ring once 
more, and, after one stride, took a road 
closed blockade, After a bit of straight 
galloping and an about swing right, came 
the most difficult combination of all - a 
hedge in front of 10 feet of water, one 
stride in front of a solid red gate and 
then two strides to a liverpool. 

There were no clean performances 
over the course and none of the horses 
still in competition negotiated the water 
without fault, most of them simply drop- 
ping into the middle of it without apparent 
effort to clear it, 4n anticipation of the 
red gate following so soon. Michael Plumb 
tried to push Markham to clear it, but 
his drive appeared a little late and he 
didn’t succeed. Jeb Wofford on Cassavel- 
lanus, who jumped the course out of com- 
petition, steeplechased this combination 
and cleared it without fault. Two horses 
had only the 10 faults at the water - 
Sebastian and the speedy Grasshopper, the 
latter covering the distance in 1 m, 57 
sec.! Bold Minstrel also had only 10 
jumping faults for the water, but incurred 
8.5 time faults on the course. 

To the surprise of everyone second 
place Markham and Michael Plumb came 
into all kinds of trouble with two refusals 
at the water ditch in front of the bank, 
a knockdown on the green gate of the 
first pen combination, a fall and knock- 
downs on the sunken lane combination and 
fault at the water - a total of 100 jump- 
ing faults and 13,25 time faults, dropping 
this pair into 9th position in the final 
placements. 

Papito with 30 faults on the course 
succeeded Markham in second place; 
Sebastian with only 10 faults onthe course 
took over third place from The Lark, 
which had incurred 30 jumping and 2 time 
faults. Bold Minstrel moved up one posi- 
tion for a final placing of 4th, with The 
Lark fifth, 

Next to the water element of the last 
combination, No. 12A was the most 
troublesome obstacle - the jump from the 
open field into the sunken lane, Four 
horses incurred faults here, while Trivet 
of the Pebble Beach Team, ridden by Phil 
Durbrow, was eliminated, thus finishing 
the Pebble Beach Team and leaving only 
one team intact - the Continentals. 

Nine horses out of the original 17 
finished the test, Due to the participation 
of the 3-Day Event squad, the presence 
of the Olympic selection committee 
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representatives and the desire to make 
the tests signifigant in the final selection 
of the team, the event was a bit off 
balance this year. The dressage test used 
was that of the forthcoming PanAmerican 
Games - quite a standard to meet. On the 
other hand the endurance ride was only 
a total of some 10 miles and the cross- 
country obstacles were not higher than 
36". The stadium jumping, though at a 
height not to exceed 3°6’", made ample 
use of maximum width allowances and went 
the limit in difficult combinations and 
turning requirements, so that just as many 
horses were eliminated by the stadium 
jumping as were eliminated in the endur- 
ance ride - three in each.

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The New England Regional Pony Club

Seven consecutive days of rain up to 
the evening of the 19th had made the task 
of preparing for the Rally a bit difficult, 
and the teams arrived the 19th with water 
overhead, and mud or soft going underfoot. 

However, on the morning of the 20th - 
Dressage Day - the clouds broke, the sun 
appeared at least once in a while - the 
showers for the next three days confined 
themselves to periods when no events were 
taking place - and the footing on the turf 
used for the Dressage arenas, Cross 
Country course, and Stadium Jumping 
course, was surprisingly good.

All the team members, with accompany- 
ing adult chaperones, were guests at the 
Woodstock Country School, next door to 
the stables and grounds of the Green 
Mountain Horse Association, during the 
Rally, which made an excellent arrange- 
ment with no transportation problems. 

On Saturday, June 20, the Dressage 
test took place, in two arenas - one for 
the ‘‘C’s’® who rode the British ‘‘Z” 
test, which proved to be far beyond the 
present capability of most of the ‘*C” 
riders. 

This was judged by Mr. H. L. M. van 
Schaik and Michael Mikklesen. 

In the second arena the “‘D’s’® rode 
an ‘‘A*’’ test which had been prepared for 
the Pony Club ‘‘D” level by Mr. vanSchaik, 
This was judged by Miss Iris Winthrop 
and Sanford England, and with the exception 
of two or three over exuberant ponies 
which jumped out of the arena, most ofthe 
*‘D" riders peformed very creditably. 

The afternoon of this first day was, 
as is customary, spent in walking the 
Cross Country course. 

This was a fairly hilly, up and down, 
affair - with excellent footing and natural 
obstacles - laid out over a portion of the 
larger course used for the annual Com- 
bined Training Center and 3 Day Horse 
Trials at South Woodstock. 

For the “‘D’s’’, there were six ob- 
stacles, post and rail, brush, stone wall, 
drop over a wall, gate to open and fallen 
tree - distance 1 mile, time allowance 
S minutes. 

Of the 15 ‘‘D” riders, nine completed 
this course in good shape, and six were 
eliminated; four with too many dis- 
obediences and two for cutting flags. Of 
the four eliminated for disobediences, all 
went on to the next obstacle and thus 
completed the course. 

The “C” riders followed the ‘‘D” 
course, with jumps raised to 3 feet, over 
the first five obstacles, then in order a 
pile of old stumps, trakehner, wall, wall 
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with rider, fallen tree, up hill and over a 
wall, hold hard and back over this wall, 
then down a long open hillside where the 
riders could pick their own line, to a gate 
which had to be opened and closed, and 
down a woods road over a fallen tree to 
the finish - 14 obstacles, 2 miles, time 
allowance 10 minutes. 

Of the 17 “‘C” riders, only two were 
eliminated on the Cross Country course - 
both for disobediences, but both were 
allowed to go on and finished the rest of 
the course satisfactorily. 

The written examinations were given 
the afternoon of this Cross Country Day, 
followed by a cold and invigorating swim 
at the Dr. Earle Johnsons. 

Following dinner that evening, a 
critique was given by the hard working 
and extremely able overall judges, Mrs. 
Frank Balboni and Mrs. Richard Conant. 

The morning of the third day - Stadium 
Jumping Day - the rains came, or rather 
returned, in the wee small hours, but by 
breakfast the skies had cleared, the rain 
soaked into the turf very rapidly, and the 
footing, although slightly soft, was not 
slippery. 

The same course had been laid out 
for the D’s, elementary C’s, and advanced 
C’s, with the exception of height - 2 feet 
for the D’s, 2” 6° for the C elementary 
teams, and 3’ 3° for the C advanced, 

The first fence consisted of a low 
natural white birch rail over evergreen 
brush, followed by parallel bars, then left 
over a ditch with rail, post and rail, left 
and slightly downhill over an oxer, then 
painted barrels and a reverse turn to the 
right around a beacon, then an in and out, 
single rails in and a double out with 30° 
distance between, right turn and over 
a painted post and rail, and on over a 
triple bar to the finish - nine obstacles 
distance 325 yards, time allowance l 
minute for D’s and 50 seconds for C’s, 

Of the 18 C riders, only one was 
eliminated in this Stadium Jumping phase, 
for disobediences, and there were several 
outstanding performances, 

The D’s, while they did not fare quite 
so well with 3 eliminated out of 15 riders, 
proved that they are for the most part 
perfectly capable of handling a course 
which is well laid out and with obstacles 
within the capability of the riders and 
ponies, 

At the conclusion of the Stadium 
Jumping, a final farewell lunch was 
served at the Country School, following 
which Regional Supervisor Nathaniel T. 
Clark announced the results.

This was a successful Rally from

There are obviously many 10, 11 
and 12 year olds who are D’s - a half 
year or a year away from passing their 
C tests - who are perfectly capable of 
competing in a Rally, and want this 
opportunity which should not be denied 
them. 

We feel the Pony Club Competitions 
Committee should give serious considera- 
tion to the Dressage Tests to be used - 
on all levels.

training, 39 on hunting (apart from the 
Carton Collection), 17 on polo, 7 on horse 
diseases, and 90 on horses and horse 
stories in general.

When U.S.E.T. captain Bill Steinkraus 
rides onto the grass of Soldiers Field in 
Chicago for the Prix des Nations event at 
the Pan American Games, Sept. 7, fans 
will have the privilege of watching the 
champion of Germany riding in this All- 
Western Hemisphere competition. The 
slim leader of the U.S, team won the 
coveted German title July lst when he 
upset defending champion Fritz Thiede- 
mann at the Aachen show, 

Riding Mr. and Mrs. Bernie Mann’s 
Riviera Wonder, Steinkraus survived three 
stirring jumpoffs to defeat a field of 20 
qualifiers for the competition. Thiede- 
mann, mounted on the great Meteor, was 
second after collecting four faults on the 
third jumpoff. 

Only ten horses managed to turn in 
clean rounds the first time around the 
800-meter, 17-obstacle course. 

The nine-day show saw the U.S, riders 
collect a total of 20 placings in what 
coach Bertalan de Nemethy described as 
**a very successful show 

Victory in the all-important Prix des 
Nations team competition went to Italy 
as the D’Inzeo brothers, Brigadier Antonio 
Oppes and Dr. Andriano Capuzzo took 
revenge for the upset win scored earlier 
by the U.S. team at the Rome show. This 
time the U.S. riders were second with 
Germany third. The winners had a total 
f 7 faults against the 16 chalked up by 
the Americans and 20 by the Germans. 
Steinkraus rode Ksar d’Esprit, while Hugh 
Wiley was on Nautical, Frank Chapot on 
Tallyhe and George Morris on Night Owl, 

In the Grand Prix of Aachen, George 
Morris, riding Mrs. John A. T. Galvin’s 
Night Owl, made an all-out bid for victory 
before bowing to Italy’s European cham- 
pion, Capt. Piero D’Inzeo on The Rock. 
The two riders and their mounts were 
forced to face each other through three 
jumpoffs before the issue was decided, On 
the final round, when Morris was charged 
with four faults to break the deadlock, the 
course had been reduced to two obstacles - 
one standing at 5’ 11°°, and the other at 
6’ 9°*, Hugh Wiley, aboard Nautical, tied 
for third with Klaus Pade of Germany on 
Froelich when the two contestants were 
eliminated on the third jumpoff. 

In the opening international event of 
the show, Morris was tied for second 


place on Miss Ellen Dineen’s Sinjon. 

A high-jumping event found Piero 
D’Inzeo and Wouters of Holland tied for 
first as the two cleared 2,12 meters. 
Frank Chapot, riding Miss Eleo Sears’ 
Diamant, and Steinkraus, on Miss Sears’ 
Ksar d’Esprit, finished in a four-way tie 
for third with Bartels and Schockemoehle 
of Germany. 

In a qualifying event prior to the 
German championship, Steinkraus on Ksar 
d’Esprit, was second behind Raimondo 
D’Inzeo on Merano, In this class Morris 
was third on Sirjon with Wiley fourth on 
Nautical. 

Other classes saw Chapot collect a 
pair of fourths aboard Miss Trish Galvin’s 
good grey, Tallyho, while Morris and Stein- 
kraus placed fifth in the relay jumping. 

Steinkraus also was sixthinthe Philips 
Prize on Miss Joan Magid’s First Boy. 
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BRITISH THREE DAY SQUAD 

This year’s F.E.l, European Cham- 
pionship Horse Trials are being staged 
at Harewood in Yorkshire from Septem- 
ber 2-5, and the international team selec- 
tion committee is already making arrange- 
ments to see that Britain has a strong 
team in the field. 

Invitations have gone to seven riders 
with their horses to go into training for 
the event. They are Mrs. J. Waddington 
(Airs and Graces), Mr. David Somerset 
(Countryman), Mr. Ted Marsh(Blue Jeans 
and Wild Venture), Major David Allhusen 
(Laurien), Lt.-Col. Frank Weldon (Samuel 
Johnson), Mr. Jeremy Beale (Fulmer 
Folly) and Mr. S, Walford (Absalom). 

By permission of the Queen these 
riders will attend a five-week course 
starting on July 27th at Windsor, where 
the horses will be stabled at the Royal 
Mews and most of the training done in the 
Great Park, Col. Weldon will again be 
captain and manager of the team. 

Britain has held both the team and 
individual titles of this European Cham- 
pionship since its inception in 1953, and 
triple Badminton winner Mrs. Waddington 
(better known as Sheila Willcox) is the 
present individual title holder. 

As this will be the last such com- 
petition before the Olympics, a strong 
entry from overseas is expected, with 
teams from France, Germany, Ireland, 
Italy, Spain, Sweden and Switzerland taking 
part, and it is quite on the cards that 
the U.S.S.R. may also be represented.

well-filled shoes, but what are we doing 
to give them the kind of competition that 
is such an absolutely essential element in 
the making of a top rider of international 
caliber. In recent years we have been 
around enough to know what the ambitious 
youngster must contend with at the top 
shows on any American circuit you can 
name - classes dominated at least 90% 
by professionals, ridden chiefly under 
A. H. S. A. rules. This is in no sense 
intended to be critical of the professionals 
or of the shows that cater to them. It is, 
however, a far cry from a touch and out 
class loaded with horses trained for that 
type of jumping and with riders highly 
skilled in the techniques that are re- 
quired therein, to an F, E, I, class where 
time may well be the deciding factor. 
Further, all too few of the youngsters to 
whom we must look in the future can af- 
ford the expense of showing where the 
possibility of success is at best remote. 

How better can we find out just what 


we have in the way of riders and horses 
with international possibilities than to af- 
ford them a chance to compete under con- 
ditions in all respects comparable - ex- 
cept perhaps in severity - to those im- 
posed on the International teams? Could 
there possibly be a better way to develop 
interest in this type of riding than to offer 
the youngster a chance to represent his 
home area as a member of a team com- 
peting against other youngsters on an 
equal basis? And where is there a better 
place to start, what I am convinced is an 
idea that would spread the country over, 
than at a young and potentially great show 
such as Washington? Not only is the In- 
ternational not bound by the years of cus- 
tom and tradition that do much to dictate 
the make-up of premium lists for such 
endeavors as the National, Harrisburg, 
the American Royal, etc., but where else 
is there an indoor arena more perfectly 
suited to the type of course required for 
the training of the potential international 
rider? 

Not only do I believe that junior inter- 
area competition would add tremendously 
to the appeal and hence the drawing 
power - both competitor and spectator - 
of your fine show, but it would be one of 
the greatest possible contributions to the 
future of riding in the United States. You 
would be giving ambitious and promising 
riders and their horses the greatest op- 
portunity of their young lives to gain the 
experience they can get in no other way, 
and you would, I am convinced, be pro- 
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viding for your spectators a series of 
events that would stand second in interest 
only to the International classes them- 
selves.

One or two of the entrants needed noth- 
ing more than a 24-carat miracle to win, 
but glamour gals in the race guaranteed a 
worthwhile contest. 

The race was everything that could be 
hoped for by anyone except a favorite- 
player. Even a chalk devotee came out 
all right if he played to place or show, and 
plenty did. 

The race went roughly as the experts 
expected it would, but only roughly.

ALFRED HENNEN MORRIS 

Alfred Hennen Morris, the last sur- 
viving charter member of The Jockey Club 
(1894) and a member of one of this 
country’s oldest turf families, died inNew 
York on July 9th at the age of 95. The 
Morris family’s ‘‘all scarlet’ silks were 
introduced to the turf early in the 19th 
century, by his grandfather, Francis 
Morris, who raced under the name 
Barbarity Stable and whose famous brood- 
mare of that name _ produceu the 
‘‘Barbarous Battalion”, Ruthless, Relent- 
less, Remorseless and Merciless, the first 
of the quartet winning the inaugural run- 
ning of the Belmont Stakes. Francis Morris 
was associated with Leonard W, Jerome, 
father of Sir Winston Churchill’s mother, 
in building Jerome Park where Ruthless 
triumphed in 1867, 

His son, John A. Morris the first, 
built Morris Park near the Morris Estate 
in West Chester County, N. Y. where he 
bred many good horses. Alfred Hennen 
Morris entered into a breeding partner- 
ship with Robert Wyndham Walden of the 
Bowling Brook Stud, Middleburg, Md., 
the horses being raced in the Morris 
colors, In partnership with his brother, 
Dave Hennen Morris, he owned Manuel, 
winner of the 25th running of the Kentucky 
Derby in 1899, In addition to being a 
founder of The Jockey Club, he was also 
one of the charter members of its fore- 
runner, The Board of Control, in 1891, 

The fourth generation of the family, 
John A, Morris 2d, a former president 
of The Metropolitan Jockey Club and of 
the Thoroughbred Racing Associations is 
currently active in racing as an owner. 
Like his father, he has been a member 
of The Jockey Club for many years. 

The fifth generation, John A, Morris, 
3d, now twelve years old, is expected 
to carry on the family tradition of the turf.

It can surely be said 
that he went down in glory, for it was 
largely through his efforts that the Toronto 
and North York “‘B”’ Team won the Trophy 
over six other B Teams. His young owner 
also had the second highest overall score 
for B individuals at the Rally.

For the first time an American has 
won the right to wear the green-and-white 
armband connoting the leading dressage 
rider of the huge Aachen, Germany, Horse 
Show which concluded its 10 days of in- 
ternational competition on July 7. Jessica 
Newberry, 20, of Croton-on-Hudson, N.Y. 
was so honored after a series of high 
placings, including a First Place in the 
difficult **S** Dressage, in competition 
with 46 riders from 9 nations. She rode 
her newly acquired Trahkener stallion, 
Forstrat. 

In addition to her victory inthe ‘‘Com- 
bination S*® class, which is one of the 
most difficult tests in international dres- 
sage, Miss Newberry placed second in 
the Grand Prix, the most coveted dressage 
prize of the year, and fourth in the Inter- 
mediate dressage. The victories were 
particularly important in that the Aachen 
Grand Prix has been designated the of- 
ficial Dressage Championship for the year 
by the Federation Equestre Internationale 
and as a result the top dressage riders 
of the world competed at this show. 

Miss Newberry, who has been intrain- 
ing in Germany for the past year, is re- 
turning to the United States to compete in 
the Dressage Trials for the Pan-American 
Games this summer. She is expected to 
bring three horses with her; Forstrat, a 
Hanoverian gelding, Archimedes, and a 
Lippizaner gelding, Plutony. All three 
horses have had extensive experience in
